On June Day in 1960, all of the traditional ceremonies 
were conducted with the exception that the drum head election 
was held not on Boston Common but in Copley Square due to 
the construction of the garage under the parade ground on 
Boston Common. The day was brightened by something clse 
new, a one-half page tribute to the AXHAC which appeared in 
picture and in words in all the Boston newspapers (Boston 
Globe, Boston Herald, Boston Record-American, Boston 
Traveler and the Christian Science Monitor). This tribute is 
reproduced on the opposite page. 


This was an clection year and both the Democrats and 
Republicans saw fit to nominate a member of our Company on 
their national ticket: Honorable John F. Kennedy and Hon- 
orable Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. Each conducted himself with 
honor and we are proud of them both. Another distinguished 
member, Honorable Leverett Saltonstall, was re-elected to 
the United States Senate, while still another member, Lt. Cdr. 
John A. Volpe, was elected Governor of the Commonwealth. 
Another member, Ens. Edward J. McCormack, Jr., was re- 
elected Attorney General of the Commonwealth. Still another 
member, Honorable Christian A. Herter, served as Secretary 
of State in the Cabinet of President Dwight D. Eisenhower.

Lieutenant John I. Carlson, Second Lieutenant 
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The Company was signally honored by being invited to 
participate in the Inaugural of our member, John F. Kennedy, 
as President of the United States and to be the Massachusetts 
marching unit in the Inaugural Parade. The invitation was 
readily accepted and the Company made its first appearance 
ina Presidential Inaugural Parade. President Kennedy, the 
thirty-fifth President of the United States, became the fourth 
of the Presidents to hold membership in the ASHAC. His 
predecessors were the fifth, President James Monroe; the 
twenty-first, President Chester Alan Arthur: and, the 
thirticth, President Calvin Coolidge. 


The Company was also privileged to be Honor Guard at 
President Kennedy's Forty-Fourth Birthday Party at Com- 
monwealth Armory. 


Arch W. Sweetman, a renowed local artist, ereated a 
beautiful watercolor of Faneuil Hall. It was reproduced as an 
eight color central theme on a specially designed A&HIAC 
Christmas card. Several thousand cards were made available 
to the members who immediately oversubscribed the issue. All 
of the members who were fortunate enough to secure some of 
these cards were very pleased with them. 


On the occasion of the reception to the Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief at the Armory on Washington’s Birth- 
day, the Governor announced the appointment of the Captain 
Commanding as Major, Aide-de-Camp of the Commander-in- 
Chief in the Organized Militia of the Commonwealth. Captain 

’Connor expressed his pleasure at receiving this honor and 
readily accepted his new duties. 


_ Once again. Faneuil Hall, Boston’s famed Cradle of 
Liberty, was the object of attack. A three year old report 
Prepared by the National Fire Prevention Association Com- 
mittee on Libraries, Museums and Historical Buildings was 
resurrected. It termed Faneuil Hall a “colonial death trap.” 
Mayor Collins was quick to come to the defense of the world- 
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renowned red brick structure and said “I do not know of any 
building three hundred years old that is in better shape.” A 
few months earlier, the outside of the building had been re- 
furbished with funds privately subscribed. The Finance Com- 
mittee of the AXHAC provided a contribution of $1,000 of 
the total fund of $10,000.

As Prescribed by Rules and Regulations, Article IX, 
Section 8, this Committee, commonly called the “Pre-trip 
Committee,” consisting of the Captain, the First Lieutenant, 
the Second Lieutenant, the Paymaster and the Adjutant, left 
Logan International Airport for Bermuda on Tuesday, 28th 
June. They were accompanied by Sergeant Anthony P. Denly 
who, as representative of the Federal Travel Service, was to 
prove very helpful in making arrangements for the 823rd Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty. 


At Bermuda, the Committee was met by Major J. A. 
March, Commanding Officer of the Bermuda Militia and 
Representative of the Bermuda Board of Trade. Subsequent 
meetings with Mr. Carroll Dooley, Managing Director of 
the Bermudiana Hotel; The Honourable J. W. Sykes, Colonial 
Secretary; Captain B. C. Thomas, Royal Lincolnshire Regi- 
ment, Adjutant, Bermuda Local Forces; The Honorable 
George W. Renchard, U.S. Consul-General; The Right Rev- 
erend Robert S. Dehler, C. R., Catholic Bishop of Bermuda; 
Canon William J. Manning of the Anglican Cathedral, all 
led to the polished performance of all parties concerned dur- 
ing the subsequent Tour of Duty. 


On Wednesday, 29th June, the Committee spent its time 
on the hotel and banquet arrangements and the details of 
the parade. 


On Thursday , 30th June, all of the group were guests 
of Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, Governor General of 
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Bermuda, at Government House, Hamilton, Bermuda. Later 
the same evening the Governor General was our guest at a 
dinner and reception at Headquarters Suite at the Bermudiana 
Hotel during which we served the dinner selected for the 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet. Other guests were 
the Colonial Secretary; The American Consul-General: Cap- 
tain Thomas; Captain DeSpain, U.S. Air Force; Commander 
Trumble, U.S. Navy; Commander Grey, U.S. Coast Guard; 
Major Marsh, Local Forces; Major Squadrille; Captain 
DeAtley, U.S. Marine Corps; and Carroll Dooley. 


On Friday, 1st July, the Committee, less the First Lieu- 
tenant and the Adjutant left Bermuda via Guest Airways 
for Miami, Florida, where they were greeted by Monty Steele 
of the Carillon Hotel in Miami Beach. The First Lieutenant 
and the Adjutant remained in Bermuda long enough for meet- 
ings with Roy Sclley, Mayor of Hamilton; R. G. Henderson, 
Commissioner of Police at Police Headquarters; and Colonel 
Cole, Base Commander at Kindley Air Force Base. Following 
these meetings the First Lieutenant and the Adjutant returned 
via PAA directly to Boston in the late afternoon. This early 
return was to permit them to attend the Commissioning Ex- 
ercises of the U.S.S. Springfield, CLG-7, a newly fitted missile 
cruiser in Boston the following morning. Captain McDonald, 
the Adjutant, had served aboard as Marine Officer when the 
Springfield had been CL-66.

The entire party was then transferred to the luxurious 
Bermudiana Hotel where all were assigned to air-conditioned 
rooms. After a reception and dinner the members were free 
to familiarize themselves with the many attractions of Ber- 
muda. 


The Captain Commanding was invited to Mess Night 
of The Officers Mess, The Bermuda Rifles, After a social hour 
and a fabulous meal there was the traditional and ceremonial 
Toast to the Queen.

On Sunday 2nd October, the parade was formed at the 
Bermudiana Hotel and moved out at 0940 hours for St. 
Theresa’s Church where Lt. Col. Lawrence M. Brock, Chap- 
lain, celebrated Mass for the Company. After these services, 
the parade was reformed and the Company marched to The 
Cathedral where services were conducted under the direction 
of Major Frank J. Bauer, Chaplain. 


The Company then proceeded in formation to the Cen- 
otaph. The Captain Commanding placed a wreath at the foot 
of the Cenotaph and delivered an address to the memory of 
the Unknown Soldier. 


Honourable Colonial Secretary, Members of the Armed Forces 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations and of the United States 
of America, my fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


Before such an historic and hallowed memorial as_ this 
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Cenotaph, it is difficult to prevent our shared emotion from over- 
powering these humble words of commemoration. 


On this, our fourth official visit to Bermuda, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the oldest chart- 
ered military company in the western hemisphere, shares the 
deep significance of this monument with our friends in the oldest 
colony in the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


Soldiers of this Island have mutual memories with soldiers 
of America; recollections of great battles for freedom, of valiant 
ideals fought for and never defeated, and, most appropriate here, 
of heroic men from all walks of life who offered the ultimate in 
sacrifice for their homeland. 


We highly honor your unknown hero because we in our 
Nation highly honor our own symbolic soldier, and thus can well 
appreciate for what this Cenotaph stands. 


Our ancient and honorable Company from the home of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony has traveled nearly a thousand miles 
to this consecrated location. Today, very much at home away from 
home, we deeply appreciate your warm hospitality and accept 
your hand in friendship. We also respect the gallant military 
history which you carry to this generation. 


Bermuda is the sunny island of vacation days remembered 
so pleasantly by thousands of Americans. But to us of this 
body, who know you better with each successive visit, Bermuda 
is also the Queen’s Gem Isle where justice and gentility have 
bonded together in the truest traditions of Great Britain. 


Military men are accustomed to assignment in many lands 
and among many peoples. Some Tours of Duty are clearly 
delineated in their travels as outstanding. These lands are memor- 
able for the tropical beauty to the eye, for the heart and humor 
of the inhabitants, and for the reverence for the ageless promise 
of peace and the price of winning it which sadly must sometimes 
be paid. Bermuda stands silhouetted as this Cenotaph in the minds 
of our men as such a land. 


We cherish this opportunity to salute those who died alone 
that we all may learn to live together. 


That salute I now give to the noble soul within this Cenotaph 
and to his native soil. 


Requiescat in pace. 
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On behalf of the Government and the People of Bermuda, 
the Honourable J. W. Sykes, C.V.O., Colonial Secretary of 
Bermuda, responded as follows: 


Captain O’Connor, Gentlemen, 


It is my privilege to welcome you here today on behalf of 
the Government and the People of Bermuda and to acknowledge 
the kind and thoughtful tribute which you have just paid at this 
Cenotaph. It is an even greater privilege to thank you on behalf 
of those who are no longer here to speak for themselves but 
whose memories we keep alive year after year by such impres- 
sive ceremonies as this. I am proud to speak of and for the men 
of Bermuda who gave their lives in two great world wars in 
defence of those ideals of liberty and justice which we of the free 
world hold so dear. 


Unfortunately, those ideals are still denied in many countries 
and in jeopardy in others. There is a clash of ideologies between 
East and West and a relentless battle is being waged for the 
minds of men. At the same time the terrible weapons of mass 
destruction continue to be accumulated and the danger of the 
annihilation of mankind becomes even more real. It is in these 
days of crisis and tension more than ever necessary for the 
countries of the free world to stand firm and united in their 
opposition to tyranny and oppression and to be ever vigilant for 
the preservation within their own boundaries of the ideals which 
they cherish and for which their fellow men have died. 


Any act which tends to strengthen the bonds of friendship 
between free peoples is invaluable and it is for this reason among 
many others that your presence here today is so welcome. The 
Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is 
the oldest military unit in the Unted States. Indeed it was an 
active unit many years before the United States came intc 
existence. It is particularly appropriate that you should come to 
Bermuda, the oldest Colony in the British Commonwealth for 
this your 323rd Annual Fall Field Tour of Duty. I bid you a 
sincere welcome and wish you a successful Tour of Duty.

Commanders made an official call on Honourable Gilbert 
Cooper, Deputy Mayor of Hamilton and other officials. The 
Captain Commanding with Mayor Collins of Boston and 
Major General Otis M. Whitney, through the courtesy of 
Walter Staskow, Managing Director, were guests on the local 
TV station and had an opportunity to bring directly to the 
people in Bermuda the History of the Ancients and the story 
of the “New” Boston.

Carrain O’Coxnor: To respond to the Toast. “To the 
British Commonwealth of Nations,” is an old friend of this 
Company who, once again, is our gracious host, the former 
Commandant of the Honourable Artillery Company of Lon- 
don, His Excellency, Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Bermuda. (Applause) 


Masor Generar Jurian Gascorene: Captain O’Connor, 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts: 


First of all, I should like to say how sorry, how sad I am 
that I missed the major part of your activities; but this was 
inevitable, since the date of your visit clashed with the Ryder 
Cup Golf Tournament for a Cup presented by your President, 
President Eisenhower. That does not mean that I am a golfer 
in that Club, but I felt that I should like the opportunity to 
go with the team and support them. 


Secondly, I should like to say how grateful and, indeed, 
how honored I was that your Captain broke with tradition 
and ordered the date of your dinner, which has always taken 
place on the Monday of your Annual Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty, changed to tonight, Tuesday night, so that I could be 
here. Captain O’Connor is obviously not a man to let tradi- 
tion become his master. 
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Although with three hundred and twenty-three years of 
tradition of the Ancients behind him, I doubt if he would have 
dealt so cavalierly with tradition as the American colonel who 
went to visit the British troops during the war, just after the 
American invasion of that sector. He was very, very impressed 
with the effect of tradition or the part that tradition played 
in the fighting characteristics of the British soldier, the 
British Infantryman. 


Shortly thereafter, he was appointed to command a newly 
formed infantry regiment and he put his ideas into practice 
straightaway. His first order of the day read something as 
follows — it was longer than this: 


“Tradition is an essential part of building up the morale 
of the fighting soldier. The 999th Infantry Regiment will 
adopt the following traditions and these will be taken into ef- 
fect at noon tomorrow.” (Laughter) 


I have just been watching your Jack Nicklaus’ game. In 
four rounds of championship golf for a championship team, 
he never scored more than 69. It was a remarkable and inter- 
esting performance. He broke the course record and some other 
things. But he never succeeded in beating his first day’s score 
of 66, and I thought that he also was adopting what was once 
known as the Harry Vaughn tradition. Harry Vaughn would 
never play a course two days running because he would run 
up such a tremendous score. He would have to play his second 
day’s shots out of the divots that he made the day before. 

(Laughter) 


My purpose this evening, my job this evening, is to re- 
spond to the Toast, “To the Commonwealth of Nations.” 


There is a dispute at this table about whether it is “The 
Commonwealth of Nations” or “The British Commonwealth of 
Nations.” My host says that he was informed that it is now 
officially “The Commonwealth of Nations,” and in Bermuda, 
we continue to call it “The British Commonwealth of Nations,” 
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Ancients weicomed upon arrival at Bermuda — 1 October 1960

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and we shall do so until about the year 2000. In 50 years time, 
we will change and come to what is the proper thing, but we 
like to stick to our own old customs. And we belong to the 
British Commonwealth of Nations and the British Common- 
wealth of Nations has continued along for a long time. 
(Applause) 


I thank you for the wording of the Toast which, as a mem- 
ber of the British Commonwealth, I can’t help being extreme- 
ly complimented by it, that you feel as you do about it, and 
also from the way in which you responded to it. 


I think it is quite possible that many of you were think- 
ing in the back of your minds that you almost may have — I 
won’t say, laid the foundation stone — but you started digging 
away at the foundation of the British Commonwealth in Bos- 
ton at a certain famous Tea Party which you held near 200 
years ago. (Laughter) You may laugh, but I have some sort 
of underlying feeling that you started the thing. If that party 
hadn’t taken place, who knows? There might have been no Brit- 
ish Commonwealth today. All things being equal, your guess 
can be as good as mine. 


Now, I want to say a particularly serious word about the 
British Commonwealth. which has been represented in the last 
few day in a most superb manner and I don’t in the least mind 
blowing my British Commonwealth trumpet for Prime Min- 
ister MacMillan. 


I happened to be in the United States when he made his 
great speech to the United Nations and I was fortunate enough 
to see it on television, and it was a very remarkable perform- 
ance. 


And, in the following days, I was immensely struck by the 
reaction which that speech had on your countrymen, whom I 
was secing a great deal of at the time. They couldn’t get over 
it. And one man said that it was the best speech he had ever 
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heard. He said that every time that Khrushchev made a noise, 
all that MacMillan did was to make him look about as big as 
that (indicating). (Laughter) 


And so, Mr. MacMillan has done, very recently, for the 
British Commonwealth, all that anybody could ask for. 


Well, I would like to say a word about this small part of 
of that Commonwealth, and that is Bermuda, one of the small- 
est places in the Commonwealth, but in many ways onc of the 
most remarkable. 


If you take a strip of your coastline, about 50 miles long, 
dump it it mid-ocean, fill it with 46,000 people, without any 
natural resources whatever — not even any water, except what 
comes from the heavens — put those people on it, leave them 
350 years and, at the end of that time, you will have produced 
an island which has no income tax, no inheritance tax, and yet 
produced 40 per cent of the increase in the dollar reserves of 
the entire Commonwealth since the war. It is a most remark- 
able performance and a most remarkable place. 


It is also, I suppose, one of the most staunch and loyal 
parts of that British Commonwealth. It is very independent. 
Its people are very independent. They have lived very inde- 
pendent lives all that time. They thought nothing of having 
two of their governors in jail at the same time. (Laughter) 


They put one in and the government sent out another one 
and they put him in, too. So, I generally exercise a certain 
amount of care and discretion. (Renewed laughter) 


They have played different parts. They have not all the 
time been able to rely upon their present mother as they do 
now or on your confreres, upon the Americans. But we re- 
main, despite the ties economical, educational and everything 
else towards the American continent, we remain, I suppose, 
probably one of the most staunch and loyal members of that 
British Commonwealth. (Applause) 
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That does not make our pleasure at your visit any the 
less; it increases it. And we are very glad indeed to have you 
here and I am delighted that your visit has come, this partic- 
ular visit has come, during my tour as Governor. 


And I hope that all of you will take a pilgrimage, which 
you should do, to our gunpowder gallery, our gunpowder fac- 
tory, because it was that gunpowder which came from Bermuda 
which, in the end, enabled you to kick the British troops out of 
Boston. (Laughter and applause) 


Caprats O’Coxnor: Gentlemen, the Adjutant.

Hox. Grorczr W. Rexcuarp: Your Excellency, Your 
Lordship, distinguished guests, gentlemen: 


It is a great pleasure and a distinct honor for me to 
participate in this Three Hundred and Twenty-third Annual 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet of the Ancient and 
Honorabe Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Your fourth official visit will help to cement even more the 
cordial and historic ties between our two countries which have 
now the strength of an old tradition with your Company. 
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Organizations like yours, gentlemen, are performing a 
highly patriotic and important duty in this day which calls 
for great decisions and resolute action based on those deci- 
sions. Your proud and honorable history as the first 
military company chartered in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and all that it has stood for during these gencrations 
reminds one of those incisive words of Theodore Roosevelt, 
written nearly 60 years ago and, in my view, more applicable 
today than they were then:

If we stand idly by, if 
we seek merely swollen, slothful ease and ignoble peace, if we 
shrink from the hard contest which men must win at the peril 
of their lives and at the risk of all that they hold dear, then 
the bolder and the stronger peoples will pass us by and will 
gain for themselves the domination of the world.” 


My sincere wish and earnest hope is that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts may have a 
future as useful and as distinguished as its past. I thank you 
for affording me the opportunity to be here this evening.

Sir Jonn Cox: Your Excellency, Captain O’Connor, the 
gallant Company of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company: 


I am very tempted to follow the good example of a gentle 
man who was called upon to respond to a toast, and he told 
his audience that, not knowing what sort of a speech to make, 
he had prepared two speeches, a short one and a long one and 
he had come to the conclusion that he would deliver both of 
them. He said, “The short speech I had intended to make was 
‘Thank you.’ And the long speech was “Thank you very much 
indeed. ” (Laughter) 


Well, I don’t think that I can emulate that excellent ex- 
ample and I think that I must say a few words in addition of 
thanks to you gentlemen for the tremendous hospitality which 
you have extended to us in our own country. 


You have come among us, as your Adjutant has just re- 
minded, on four separate occasions, and I venture to express 
the hope that the future will see many happy returns. 


I would like to tell you how the memory of your former 
visits still remains and I can take you back, for a moment, to 
your very first official visit. By strange coincidence, I was 
looking through some family papers only very recently, and 
I came upon an invitation which your Company at that time 
extended to my late father who was, at that time, a member of 
the Honorable, the Legislative Council, the Upper House of 
our Legislature. And it is couched in very similar terms to the 
one which I recently had the honor to receive. 


But, as it recounts the date as well as the officers over 
whose signatures the invitation was issued, may I beg your 
indulgence while I read it.

and you seem to have followed a tradition in the matter of 
your Adjutant — 
“H. McDonald, Adjutant.” (Laughter) 


Tam very happy, Captain O’Connor, to present this in- 
vitation to you as a memento of the occasion, so that you will 
know the memory of your first visit is still with us. (Applause) 


Now, gentlemen, that was your first visit. Your next one 
was in 1922. I was rather young at that time. 


I personally can recall with great pleasure indeed your 
third visit which occurred twelve years ago, which was a 
very happy and pleasant occasion indeed, and therefore it 
gives me a great deal of pleasure to know that, twelve years 
later, I have lived long enough to see your return. Whether 
or not I shall survive until you return again depends as much 
upon yourselves as upon my remaining healthy. But may T 
hope that vou will not tarry too long and that we may see 
you back in these climes not too far in the future. (Applause) 


And I would like to thank Adjutant McDonald for the 
very happy way in which he has proposed Bermuda. We like 
to try to be hospitable to our guests. We like to make them 
feel that they are welcome, and I can assure you that none are 
more welcome than the Company of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company.

How. G. A. Coorer: Your Excellency, Captain O’Connor, 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts: 


As Acting Mayor of the City of Hamilton, I should like 
to thank you, Captain McDonald, for the most eloquent toast 
which you have proposed to the city. 
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On behalf of His Worship, the Mayor, the Aldermen, 
Councillors and the people of the City of Hamilton, I should 
like to say what a great pleasure it has been to welcome you 
here. We have indeed been honored and are very happy that 
you should have chosen Bermuda for your Three Hundred and 
Twenty-third Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. Especial- 
ly was it a great honor and greatly appreciated for you to 
invite the Mayor to take the salute as you marched past on 
Front Street after the service on Sunday morning. 


I, fortunately, was privileged to have been deputized for 
his Worship, the Mayor, and I should like to say what a very 
excellent parade it was and to congratulate you on the splendid 
turnout. 


If I may refer briefy to the toast, which was couched in 
such superlatives, I find that I am very inadequate to do so. 
However, it always casts my mind back to the time when we 
had no City of Hamilton, when Sulane Harbor, as it was then, 
was surrounded with hills, clothed with cedars, stretching down 
to a rocky foreshore, with probably a few fishing boats moored 
around its perimeter, undisturbed by the churning of the 
ocean-going vessels and untrampled by the waves and wash of 
speedboats rushing back and forth. It makes one think how 
beautiful it might have been, if one thinks that natural charm 
cannot be surpassed. However, the progress of civilization 
poses man a certain challenge. 


And so, we have, on this very delightful foreshore a town 
being built. This was not built, however, without a great deal 
of discussion and dispute from many people who wished that 
it might have been situated in Sandy’s Parish or Kly’s Har- 
bour. Others wished that it might be on the Paget Shore. How- 
ever, it was finally settled that Hamilton should be located on 
the site where it now stands and, by Act of the Legislature in 
the year 1793, the Town of Hamilton came into being, and was 
named for the then Governor, Sir Henry Hamilton. 
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The first Corporation was elected in 1795 and it was 
not until 1897 that it became a city and this was on the occa- 
sion of the Diamond Jubilee. 


We are very proud of our city. We are grateful that our 
ancestors had the foresight to establish the city where it now 
is and to lay it out in the excellent manner in which it has been 
done. And of course, it is demanded of us to see that it mea- 
sures up to the wonderful description that Captain McDonald 
has given to it. 


We can only do this by thinking very seriously of its 
architectural features and its cultural future and we hope that 
we may achieve something that will be a credit to us all here 
in Bermuda. 


I should like to take this opportunity to thank you, Cap- 
tain O’Connor, for the very beautiful silver tray which you 
presented to the Corporation of Hamilton this morning, very 
beautifully inscribed. It will be a very great credit to the city 
and will be held as a memento of this visit which was made 
to us.. (Applause) 


We have an expression here, when people come back from 
abroad having been on holiday, we refer to them as returned 
immigrants. I hope, Captain O’Connor, that you and your 
venerable Company will not find yourselves in this condition 
when you depart from our shores. 


And we hope that you will be full of the joy of comrade- 
ship which I am sure that you have experienced here, the joy 
of reunion with friends, the pleasure of a happy holiday and 
contentment that you have made a successful Tour of Duty 
when you return to your homes. 


T wish you a very happy and safe return back to America 
and I trust that it will not be long before you visit our shores 
again. (Applause)

From Saturday’s landing to tomorrow’s take-off, you 
have indeed made our visit a pleasant one. Bermuda is essential- 
ly an isle of vacation remembered so pleasantly by so many 
thousands of Americans. But to us of this military company 
who know you better with each successive visit, Bermuda is 
also the Queen’s Gem Isle, where justice and tranquility have 
fallen together in the true tradition of Great Britain. 


Military men are accustomed to assignment in many 
lands and among many peoples. Some tours of duty are clear-

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INAUGURATION OF 
JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY 
AS PRESIDENT OF 


THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
Friday, 20 January 1961 


The A&HAC was honored to receive the invitation to at- 
tend and participate in the inauguration of our fellow member 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy, as President of the United States. 
It was the Company’s further distinct honor to be selected as 
the Massachusetts marching unit in the Inaugural parade. 
As soon as we became aware of the possibility of receiving these 
invitations, tentative plans were made for the Company’s par- 
ticipation so that when the invitations finally did arrive we 
were fully prepared. 


On Wednesday, 18 January, the Captain Commanding 
with the Officers, Past Commanders and members left Logan 
International Airport at 1400 hours aboard the “A&HAC 
Special” Northeast Airlines DC 6B Charter Vlight No. 721. 
Upon arrival in Washington we were welcomed by another 
distinguished member Honorable Laurence Curtis, Member of 
Congress. The members were then transported with their bag- 
gage to the Sheraton-Park Hotel where we were comfortably 
quartered on the same floor. The Captain Commanding with 
the Lieutenants and the Adjutant shared a large suite which 
also served as Headquarters throughout our four day visit. 
After the assignment of rooms had been completed, all were 
free to join in the excitement which was everywhere in Wash- 
ington that night. 


On Thursday, 19 January, snow started falling and it 
brought practically all traffic to a standstill. In the ballroom of 
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the Sheraton-Park Hotel at 1550 hours, there was a reception 
in honor of the Governors of the States and Special Distin- 
guished Guests. The Captain Commanding with the Adjutant 
and several of the members attended. In the Cotillion Room 
of the Sheraton-Park Hotel at 1700 hours the A®HAC had 
arranged a reception to our distinguished member, John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy, President-Elect, and to the Senators and 
Congressmen from Massachusetts. The President-Elect never 
did get to our reception and his inability to do so was maybe 
best explained in a report of the reception in honor of the 
Governors in the Evening Star the following day under the 
by-line of Ruth Dean, Star Staff Writer, in which she wrote: 
BOX SET ASIDE 


The Inaugural Committee had planned for Mr. Kennedy 
to have a place of honor in a box especially set aside for 
him in the array of booths set up for each State and Terri- 
tory. But the President-elect chose instead to visit as many 
State booths as possible, pausing often to shake hands with 
their Governor-occupants and their wives. 


When he got to the Massachusetts box at the far end of 
the room the crowd pressed in upon him so urgently that a 
phalanx of about 25 Secret Service men joined arms to form 
a solid line. A group of hostesses also rushed forward to 
protect him, telling bystanders, “You mustn’t crowd Mr. 
Kennedy.” 


He paused for a longer time to talk with Massachusetts’ 
newly elected Governor and Mrs. John A. Volpe and Boston’s 
Mayor and Mrs, John F. Collins. Later the Governor said he 
and Mr. Kennedy had exchanged amenities, wishing each 
other well in their new jobs. The President-elect also paused 
long enough to converse with another visitor in the box, Capt. 
I, Jerome O’Connor, Captain Commander of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts of which he 
said “Senator Kennedy had been a long-time member.” 


The President-elect offered his apologies for not being 
able to make it to the party the Company had planned in 
his honor in another room at the Sheraton-Park. “We had 
even changed the party hours around so he could make it,” 
the captain explained. 
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Governor Volpe with Mrs. Volpe, Mayor John F. Collins 
of Boston with Mrs. Collins and other Massachusetts officials 
left the Ballroom and came to the Cotillion Room to join the 
group at the AXHAC reception. All of the members present 
were in uniform as were several of our guests, particularly 
the National Lancers under the command of our fellow mem- 
ber, Colonel Dino DiCarlo. It was a very enjoyable two hours. 


The snow had continued unabated throughout the day 
and this forced most of the members to stay within the con- 
fines of the hotel. The hardier ones ventured out to nearby 
restaurants. With the “No vacany” sign out, with every func- 
tion room and restaurant crowded to the doors, it was an 
evening which will not easily be forgotten. 


On Friday, 20 January, the great day had arrived. The 
snow continued until the early morning hours and the snow 
removal crews had worked throughout the night in order that 
the parade would go as scheduled. It did. The AVHAC paraded 
to the musie of the Boston Latin School Band which had re- 
hearsed for weeks so that it could give a masterful performance 
of the “Ancient and Honorable Atillery Company March,” 
which was written many years ago especially for our Company 
by John Philip Sousa. As the A&HAC approached the re- 
viewing stand, the President of the United States stood up 
and flashing his famous smile, saluted his fellow members of 


the A&HAC. 


The Inaugural Ball at the Armory was a tremendous suc- 
cess and was overcrowded despite the traffic conditions, snow 
and slush. Many with tickets for the Inaugural Ball at the 
Armory stayed at the hotel and attended the Inaugural Ball 
in the Ballroom. Many attended both.

On Sunday, 22 January, the group departed Washington 
by “A&HAC Special” Northeast Airlines DC 6B Charter 
Flight and arrived at Logan International Airport at 2100 


hours. 


This Inaugural Parade Trip was an experience that 
will never be forgotten. Although it was strenuous, we all 
survived. Not only was the AXHAC the oldest military organ- 
ization in the line of march, but those marching represented 
the oldest average age of all the marching units. Despite this, 
the Company traveled the long parade route a few seconds 
under the prescribed time, a remarkable feat for this parade. 
In our ranks could be counted several veterans of World 
War I and more grandfathers than we care to mention. The 
Captain Commanding was exceptionally pleased at the turn- 
out of five Past Commanders: Lt. Col. John C. Brink, Brig. 
Gen. Edward J. Kane, Col. George A. Turain, Col Philip C. 
Wilson and Col. Thomas J, Carty. The Senior Past Com- 
mander parading was Lt. Col. John Brink, who received a 
special salute from the President as he passed the reviewing 
stand. Other General Officers who participated were Major 
General William H. Harrison, Jr., The Adjutant General; 
Major General Reginald A. Maurer, Liaison Officer; Brigadier 
General Timothy J. Regan, Jr., Aide to Governor Volpe; and 
Brigadicr General Fred FE. Pereira, Executive Secretary. 


A special medal commemorating the participation of 
members of the AX HAC in the Inaugural Parade has been 
struck. The medal is in a limited edition of seventy-five sets 
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(one each — regulation and miniature) and seventy-five bars. 
The ribbon used was the blue and white of the Massachusetts 
flag. This number has providel one set of medals and a bar 
for each of the seventy-five members who participated. There 
is one additional set of medals and a bar fer the Military 
Museum at the Armory in Fancuil Hall. 


One additional set of medals in gold (14.K) was struck for 
President Kennedy and this set of medals and a bar were 
presented to him by the Captain Commanding. The presenta- 
tion was made along with a gold (14K) membership card on 
the occasion of the President’s Forty-Fourth Birthday Party 
at Commonwealth Armory, 29 May 1961. 


Two additional sets of medals in sterling silver were 
also struck. One set of medals numbered 1 and a bar were 
presented to Governor John A. Volpe, Commander-in-Chiecf of 
the A&HAC. One set of medals numbered 2 and a bar were 
presented to Mayor John F. Collins, Honorary Member of 
the A&HAC. 


Each of the seventy-five sets of medals was personalized 
with the rank and name of the recipient. .A number was as- 
signed to each member as he made his reservation for the 
trip and the medals bear the respective member’s number. In 
order to ensure that the medals will never be duplicated the 
four dies were surrendered by the manufacturer to the Captain 
Commanding, As an additional souvenir of the trip, cach 
participant received an engraved invitation to the A&HAC 
Reception to the President. Each invitation was personalized, 
was of a size suitable for framing and was framed before be- 
ing delivered. 


Paul Maguire of the Boston Globe took a color photo of 
the A&HAC. coming down Constitution Aveune in the In- 
augural Parade with the Capitol in the background. It is a 
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beautiful picture and shows all five of our flags unfurled in 
the breeze. They were the flags of the United States, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, the City of Boston, the Centen- 
nial Legion of Historic Military Commands, and the A&HAC. 
Each participant has an enlargement (8x10) of this color 
photo and there is a much larger one framed and hanging 
on the wall in the Armory.

JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY 
THIRTY-FIFTH PRESIDENT OF 


THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
Inaugurated January 20, 1961 


The youngest man ever elected President, John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy is also the first Roman Catholic to hold the 
office. (Theodore Roosevelt, who succeeded McKinley at 42, 
was the youngest man ever to hold the presidency.) 


He was born in Brookline, Mass., on May 29, 1917. His 
father, a successful businessman, had served under Franklin 
Roosevelt in several posts, notably as United States Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain. His mother was Rose Fitzgerald, daugh- 
ter of John F, Fitzgerald, a former Mayor of Boston. 


President Kennedy was graduated from Choate School 
and Harvard College (Class of 1940). His senior thesis, 
published under the title Why England Slept. sold 85.009 
copies and brought him favorable public notice. In World War 
TT, Kennedy commanded a PT boat in the Pacific. When his 
craft was rammed by a Japanese destroyer off the Solomon 
Tslands (August 2, 1948), he guided his men to safety despite 
his injuries. For this action he was decorated by both the 
Navy and the Marine Corps. 
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After the war, Kennedy worked as a newspaper reporter 
until 1946 when he was elected to Congress as Representative 
for the 11th District of Massachusetts. In 1952, defeating 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. he was elected to the Senate. 


The newly elected Senator was married in 1958 to Jac- 
queline Lee Bouvier. They have two children, a daughter 
Caroline born in 1957 and a son John Jr. born in 1960, 


At the Democratic National Convention in 1956, Ken- 
nedy’s name was put in nomination for the Vice Presidency, 
but he lost in a close contest to Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. 
Four years later he entered seven Democratic primary elec- 
tions, won them all after a hard-fought campaign, and 
emerged from the subsequent Democratic National Conven- 
tion of 1960 as his party’s candidate for President. Although 
his victory over Richard Nixon was by a slim margin, his 
concept of “The New Frontier” appealed to many as a rally- 
ing point for legislative and executive action. 


Difficulties and dan 
the new President. A crisis in the former Belgian Congo led to 
armed intervention by the United Nations strongly supported 


‘rs abroad and at home confronted 


by the Administration. Meanwhile, moderate and pro-Western 
forces in Southeast Asia were under increasing pressure from 
Communist guerrilla armies, notably in Laos. Then, in April 
of 1961 came an abortive invasion of Cuba by U.S. based anti- 
Castro rebels a defeat for which Kennedy assumed “sole re- 
sponsibility.”

Lt. Cdr. Walter Kerr Queen was born in Newcastle, 
Ontario, Canada, 1 April 1880, the son of George and Agnes 
Queen and spent some of his early life in and around the Lake 
Huron area in Canada. 


Through these early years we learned much about him 
and from him. His affection and regard for his parents was 
frequenty noticeable. 

Cdr. Queen’s home life through his self-education was 
clearly reflected in his integrity and intellect and being a 
modest man would discuss, but would not argue. He spoke with 
confidence and self control, with a clear modulated voice. His 
chief interests were Navigation, Engineering and the use of 
fire arms. 


After his carly schooling, he attended the Massachusetts 
Nautical School for one year, being forced to leave and go to 
work, because of the untimely death of his father. Many 
years later, as Chairman of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Nautical School and after having completed a second 
cruise, he was presented with a diploma by the school. 

Walter had a creed that was exemplary and rigid for 
himself only. To him drinking and smoking were just poor 
habits and foul language a useless mode of expression but he 
was never critical of those who did. 
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In 1932, when asked if he would run for Captain of the 
Ancients, he replied, “If the members of the Company sce fit 
to elect me, I will do my best, but will not campaign for 
the Honor.” 


He was elected and gave the Company an excellent ad- 
ministration, which included the Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty to Baltimore, Md., Washington, D.C., and Mt. Vernon, 
Va, 


Some of the members, knowing Walter to be a tectotaler, 
were skeptical about the liquor that would be available, but 
soon found out that it was on hand at all times during the 
trip. He always contended that most men were moderate 
drinkers, when they could have it any time they wanted it, 
but if they were limited in the time available, they would over- 
do , which has been proved time and again that he was right. 


Walter’s career, which started in 1903, would fill a book. 
but here are few of the highlights. 


His first job was Chief Engincer for the New York and 
Puerto Rico Steamship Lines. Some years later, when he 
wanted to be near his family, he took a position as Maintenance 
Supervisor of the Boston Elevated Rapid Transit Lines, Al- 
ways wanting to have a business of his own, but not having 
the necessary finances, he joined with a partner, moved to 
Needham and founded the O-P Manufacturing Company. 
The going was quite rough and his partner, incompetent. 
However, he got assistance from a member of the Ancients, 
Horace Carter, President of the William Carter Company, 
and bought out his partner’s interest. As time went on, the 
business expanded considerably and in 1947 Walter sold out 
to Tillotson and retired. 
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During World War I, Walter served aboard ship as a 
reserve Lt. Cdr. and after his release from active duty, stayed 
with one our reserve units, participating in Training cruises 
on the Eagle Boats. On a cruise in Long Island Sound, the 
main driving gear cracked. At very slow speed he was able 
to dock at New London, Conn., from where he took a train 
to Boston, got his Model T. Ford, picked up a replacement 
gear weighing five hundred pounds and by some miracle, got 
back to New London and completed the replacement job in 
twenty-four hours, following which he received a special com- 
mendation. 


Capt. Richard E. Byrd, USN, asked Walter to be his 
Chief Engineer on his second trip to the Antartic. He ac- 
cepted and also took our Ancients’ Flag along, which he had 
flown over the South Pole. Then in 1987 on another expedi- 
tion, he had the same Flag fly over the North Pole. 


Cdr. Queen took an active interest in almost all of the 
Ancients’ affairs, participating in every Rifle Shoot, not 
only at the Wakefield Range but others at St. John, N.B., 
Hlalifax.N. S., Philadelphia, Penn., and Sea Girt. 


During those years, the Company held about four 
Smokers in the Fall and Winter, Walter not only gave us 
some excellent talks, but provided several other excellent 
speakers, 


Then came World War II, with the subsequent loss of 
his son in a submarine, destroyed by the Japs, which was a 
very severe blow to him. 

Walter made his last Fall Ficld Day Tour of Duty in 
1948, to Bermuda, traveling all around the Island, visiting 


the Naval Base where a plane flew him all over the Island, 
and later, home, 
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After completing the sale of his business, he purchased 
a home in Old Greenwich, Conn., to be near his married 
daughter and during his latter years seemed to be his own 
cheerful sclf, but his heart was broken and only his strong 
emotional control] concealed it from others. 


He slowly began to fade away and his demise on 1-4 June 
1960 was the loss of a highly respected and honored man. 


God bless him and may we hope he is reunited with his son. 


We shall miss him. His was a personality that upon en- 
tering a room inspired a feeling of good will, comradeship, 
faith and confidence under any and all circumstances.

Labor Day, usually an enjoyable holiday, was a sad 
day for the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company in 1960 
for on that day we learned of the passing of a grand gentle- 
man and Ancient, our beloved Past Commander Colonel 
Charles A. Malley. Although his passing was not unexpected 
because of his serious illness, his loss was nevertheless keenly 
felt by his comrades. 


Colonel Malley was born in 1876 in Hatfield, Mass., of 
Irish and American Puritan stock. Early in his youth he and 
his family moved to Boston. His formal education had been 
limited. However, because of a burning ambition to acquire 
knowledge and to achieve success, applied himself diligently 
and with purpose to educate himself. How well he succeeded 
in this endeavor was evidenced by the important positions he 
later held. At one time he was employed as a civil engineer, 
and also lectured on real estate at Harvard University. His 
application to study also no doubt contributed considerably 
to his great success in business. 
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In 1897 he married the former Mary E. Smith, originally 
of Milford, N.H. In 1898 their only child Ruth Esther, now 
Mrs. Bristol, was born. In later life, his two grandchildren 
and eight great grandchildren were a great source of joy. 


Most of Col. Malley’s business career was in the field 
of real estate where he achieved great success — specializing 
in property management — and his advice was often solicited 
by banks, brokers and property owners. His activities in this 
business continued until his retirement at the age of 79. 


His keen awareness of civie and public duty prompted 
him to enter politics. He served with distinction in the Massa- 


chusetts Legislature with Calvin Coolidge in 1907 — 1909 
During this time a great friendship developed between them 


and continued through Calvin Coolidge’s terim as Governor of 


the Commonwealth and as President of the United States. 


Active and vigorous in various civie and fraternai 
zations. Col. Malley held high office in many of them 
including The Charitable Trish Society, Mechanics Charitable 
Society, York pad Scottish Rite Bodies of Masonry. Aleppo 


Shrine, and Jesters. He

isa member of the Engineers Club, 


a life member of the Commonwealth Country Club, Founders 


and Patriots Society, the Fusilliers Veterans Association, 


and other groups. 


He was one of the first volunteers for the Special Head- 
quarters and Service Co., Massachusetts State Guard, which 
was organized by the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company during the Second World War. Previously, he had 
held a commission as Major in the United States Army 
Reserve attached to the Special Services of the Quartermaster 
Division from 1923 through 1938. He received his commission 
as Colonel from Governor Christian A. Herter. 
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His intense interest and love of the Company was demon- 
strated from the time of his enrollment and continued un- 
abated until his death. It was manifested by the many of-

Born 17 November 1892

Captain Commanding 1951-1952 
Died 15 October 1960 
Served 22 Years 


The writing of this Memoriam takes me back many years 
when I first met this dedicated, likeable, and able commander 
of our company. Before World War I, Enoch, who was ori- 
ginally from Quincy, Mass., was a visitor to Scituate beach 
in the summer where my home is located. We both recall the 
visits of a band of Mashpee Indians camped on the beach 
gathering sweet grass from the swamps and braiding them 
into baskets to be sold to the summer vacationers. 


During World War I our dear departed comrade joined 
the Air Force as a pilot. During the conflict he became a 
casualty and was hospitalized in a New Hampshire hospital 
for a long period of time. It was during his convalescence that 
he made many friends, which eventually led to his election 
to the office of Secretary of State of New Hampshire. As 
Captain, he brought to our ranks a contingent of members 
from New Hampshire, among whom was Governor Murphy, 
an active member. 


Enoch was an ardent hunter and fisherman. On occa- 
sion he would invite his staff to a game dinner, which consisted 
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of game birds such as fowl and squirrels; all cooked in an 
apppropriate way, leaving you to wonder exactly what you 
were eating. 


On one memorable occasion during this administration, 
General McArthur visited Boston on an Eastern tour of 
Military cities. Of all the military men who tried to pay him 
homage, Enoch was the only one to meet him personally and 
present him with an inscribed silver plate. 


Also during his administration, General Somosa, Presi- 
dent of Nicaragua, visited Boston for an examination by the 
Lahey Clinic. Our affable commander presented him with a 
medal and made him an honorary member of the company. In 
return, General Somosa invited the company to visit him; but 
shortly after returning home, he was assassinated by the com- 
munists. 


Enoch was a loyal friend a most enthusiastic Ancient, 
and his memory will always be with us. 


We who attended his funeral will remember the “taps,” 
the firing of the rifles, and recall the words of General Mc- 
Arthur, the man Enoch once met, “Old soldiers never die; they 
just fade away.”

Captain Dillon was the son of Patrick and Ellen 
(Normile ) Dillon. He was born in Cambridge, Massachusetts 
in 1901 and graduated from St. Mary’s Grammar School, 
Boston College High School, and received his Bachelor of 
Laws degree from Northeastern University. 


Many times we wondered how he came upon the nickname 
“Andy.” It was bestowed on him by the late Dr. James 
Cassidy, prominent Cambridge physician when Captain Dillon 
was five years of age. 


“Andy” Dillon demonstrated very great interest in the 
youth of his native city and in the 1930’s, two baseball teams, 
two basketball teams, and one hockey team, sponsored by him, 
and known as the Dillon Club, won local championships. 
Some of the members of the teams went into professional base- 
ball. One of the most prominent was Eddie Waitkus, first 
baseman of the World Champion Philadelphia Phillies. 


He was married to Helen Halloran, and they have one 
son, Robert Ennnctt, who is a graduate of Boston College 
High School, his father’s Alma Mater, and is presently a 


student at Boston College. Robert was mascot for the Boston 
Red Sox for the past three vears. and during last year’s 
campaign he accompanicd the ball club on several of its trips. 


including onc to the West Coast. 
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“Andy” was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar in 1940 
and was associated with the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in its legal department as Assistant 
Claims Attorney until his death. He was a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature for three terms from 1933 to 1989, 
and compiled an outstanding record as a member of that 
Legislative body. He was a director of the Massachusetts 
Legislators Association and a member of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Commission to consider the advisability of 
bi-annual sessions of the legislature. 


Captain Dillon served in the House of Representatives 
with Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., former United States Am- 
bassador to the United Nations, and United States Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall. He was a close friend of Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr., and at the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Ambassa- 
dor Lodge’s class at Harvard, he had one guest, “Andy” 
Dillon. 


He was very prominent in the 1948 gubernatorial cam- 
paign, having charge of the registration of voters of the 
Commonwealth, and his very great efforts succeeded in piling 
up the largest registration recorded to that date. He served 
in the same post in 1950 and 1952, Governor Dever was 
elected in 1948, and “Andy” Dillon was named by him to serve 
as a member of the Mystic Bridge Authority which he held for 
many years. His sponsor, Col. E. R. Barnard, was an associ- 
ate member of the Bridge Authority. 


“Andy” was a member of the Massachusetts Mental 
Disease Commission, appointed to that post by Governor 
Charles Hurley in 1935. 


He continued his civic association activities during his 
entire life and was a Fourth Degree Member of the Knights

of Columbus, Cambridge Draft Board, Cambridge Lodge of 
Elks, Trustee of the Cambridge City Hospital, and Chairman 
of the Board of Public Welfare and Board of Old Age <As- 
sistance. From his early days in politics, he was known as 
“a man who would do you a favor,” and there were many 
hundreds of people whom he helped during his lifetime. 


Captain Dillon planned his Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
to be held in Boston, Lincolnshire, England, and the banquet in 
London. An additional trip, as part of the Tour was made 
to Munich, Germany, where “Andy” and his staff were 
signally honored with a reception by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of West Germany in the Regina Palast Hotel in 
Munich. In Boston, England on that October day, the weather 
was perfect. It seemed the entire populace turned out to wit- 
ness the Company’s parade. Also in line were many members 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, Lt. Gover- 
nor Robert F. Murphy of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and Hon. John B. Hynes, Mayor of the City of Boston, 
Mass. It was a memorable occasion indeed, and none prouder 
than “Andy” Dillon, leading the colorful parade to the 
Cenotaph, where with cultured dignity he placed a wreath in 
memory of their honored dead. His appropriate remarks 
at the War Memorial will remain with those who were present 
for many years to come. In London at the Honourable Artillery 
Company Armoury House, Lt. General Sir Richard Goodbody 
presented Captain Dillon a striking portrait of Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II. The picture now hangs in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company Armory in Faneuil Hall. The 
trip will be remembered as one of the most successful. Andy’s 
tireless efforts from a hospital bed in July and August of 
1959 made that possible He personally contacted each member 
who made the trip to assure their comfort on the T.W.A. air- 
craft, and hotels in London and Munich.

Captain Dillon joined the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company on September 5, 1951 and his rise through the 
various offices was very rapid. He was First Sergant of In- 
fantry in 1953-1954 and was clected Second Lieutenant in 
1955, First Lieutenant in 1957, and Captain in 1959. In the 
short space of eight years he rose to the highest office in the 
Company, and everyone who knew “Andy” could easily under- 
stand this because of the very great affection and high regard 
the members of the Company had for him. On September 17, 
1960 he was received into the Society of Past Commanders of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The miniature 
gorget, symbol of membership, was placed around his neck by 
the Senior Past Commander, Captain Albert E. Roberts, but 
Captain Dillon never had an opportunity to use it again. 


Among his many attributes was his innate kindness. He 
practised that virtue in his every day life. On the very day of 
his death, November, 17, 1960, in the morning at approxi- 
mately 6:15 while driving to pick up his daily newspaper, he 
swerved his automobile to avoid hitting a dog. His car crashed 
into a pole and the injuries he sustained resulted in his passing 
at 5:00 that afternoon.

Captain Clarence James McKenzie passed away at the 
age of 84 in Boston, Massachusetts, 9 February 1961, after 
a long illness. 


He was born in North Andover, Massachusetts, 23 Au- 
gust 1876, the son of William Alexander and Delina (Simpson) 
McKenzie. He married Alma McCleach who survived him but 
passed away shortly after his death. 


He received his education in the Boston schools and was 
graduated from Boston Latin School. He was a steel engraver 
by trade and was active in the greeting card business, as the 
owner of McKenzie Engraving Company of Boston, from 
which he retired in 1948 after 48 years of a successful business 
career, 


Captain McKenzie enrolled in the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company 28 January 1907, and served as Fourth 
Sergeant of Infantry in 1909. He served next as Orderly to 
Captain Nichols in 1910, Orderly to Captain Benton in 1911, 
and Orderly to Captain Appleton. He was elected First Lieu- 
tenant in 1917 and Captain in 1920. He served four terms on 
the Finance Committee and was Chief of Staff for Lieutenant 
Colonel Charles T. Cahill, Captain Commanding in 1987. He 
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was a member of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic As- 
sociation and served as a member of its Board of Government 
for five years, on the Finance Committee for two years, and 
on the Building Committee one year. He was Vice-President 
for three years and served as President in 1935, 1986 and 1987. 
At the time of his death he was the oldest living Past President 
of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association. 


Among his fraternal organizations he held membership 
in the Massachusetts Lodge, A.F.&A.M., St. Paul’s Royal Arch 
Chapter, Boston Council, Royal and Select Masters, Boston 
Commandery No. 2, Knights Templar, all of Boston. He was 
Illustrious Potentate of Aleppo Temple, A.A.O.N.M.S., for 
the year 1935 and at the time of his death was the oldest 
living Past Potentate. He was a member of the Scottish Rite 
Bodies in the Valley of Boston, Boston Court No. 108, Royal 
Order of Jesters, and the Massachusetts College of Rosicru- 
cians. He was also Past Grand of Siloam Lodge, I.0.0.F., and 
a member of Winthrop Lodge of Elks. 


He was the Senior Past Commander of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts and a Past 
President of the National Association of Steel and Copper 
Engravers. 


Mr. McKenzic was a man of sound judgement and keen 
perception in his business, fraternal and community life. His 
influence and decisions in matters of great importance to this 
Association have left a lasting impression. He was a man of 
great courage and expressed himself openly, vigorously and 
fearlessly on the questions of the day.

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SERGEANTS’ ACTIVITIES 


Shortly after the new Sergeants took over on 6 June

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CENTENNIAL LEGION OF 


HISTORIC MILITARY COMMANDS 
History 


The Centennial Legion was organized in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on 4 July 1876. It is composed solely of historic 
military commands of the thirteen states. It was organized to 
perpetuate the military organizations who served and pro- 
tected our country in the early days of its history prior to, 
during, and subsequent to the Revolutionary War, and to 
unite together such military commands as still exist, or their 
successors, in one body, pledged to keep alive their ancient 
traditions and preserve the records of their military achieve- 
ments; to foster patriotism, encourage national defense, and 
aid in upholding the national institutions of the United States 
in their integrity: to keep alive a spirit of fraternity and 
benevolence among the Armed Forces of the United States; 
to inculcate respect for its flag and constitution, and obedience 
to constituted authority; to recognize and honor all citizens 
who have served or are now serving in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Air Force, its Resserve Forces, and the National 
Guard of the several States or of the United States; to up- 
hold allegiance to the United States of America and to defend 
same against all enemies, foreign or domestic. 


It was not until many years later that a charter was 
applicd for and granted by the State of Maryland on the 
14th day of December 1935, when the organization was in- 
corporated as the Centennial Legion of Historic Military 
Commands. 


In 1930, Major Wellington Wells of the A&HAC was 
elected Commander and served two years. In 1958, Captain 
Augustus J. Migell, Past Commander of the A®HAC, was elect- 
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ed Commander and served one year. The Captain Commanding 
is now serving as a Director of the Centennial Legion. Its 
present Commander is Lt. Col. Patrick F. Zito of the Putnam 


Phalanx, Hartford Connecticut.

Senator Saltonstall asked permission to speak during the 


dinner because of further engagements. He said he was de- 
lighted to be present, doubly so because as a 25 year member 
he did’nt have to pay dues anymore. He paid his respects to 
all, and to our Commander-in-Chief, Gov. John A. Volpe, who 
he said would be an excellent Governor. 

After an excellent meal Capt. I. Jerome O’Connor called 
the meeting to order, and introduced our distinguished guests 
at the Head Table.

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SERMON 
BISHOP MARTIN CECIL 
British Columbia, Canada 


As I stand before you this afternoon, I am very conscious of 
the honor which has been bestowed upon me by your Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. I am also keenly aware of the trust 
which has been placed in me by you and by God. Because of this, 
it is my deep concern that my words, and the spirit of them, might 
fulfill and be worthy of that trust. 


By definition here in Massachusetts yours is indeed an honor- 
able ccmpany. I’m sure that all who are here gathered aspire to 
be honorable men and women. Consequently, I know that you 
would not wish me to offer you platitudes. I could not fulfill my 
trust, in any case, if I did so. And the very circumstances in the 
world proclam that there is no more time for such foolish indul- 
gences, if there ever was. 


As members of the human race, together with all our fellows, 
we are faced with unprecedented situations. Mankind had some 
experiences in the past which possibly shed some light on the 
present. But the fact of the matter is that we are meeting an issue 
in the world here that, at least within the scope of reported history, 
has never occurred before. How shall it then be successfully met? 
We can see on every hand many things that are wrong. One of 
the easiest attitudes which come to humans is that of secing the 
things that are wrong, and apparently most everyone has a solu- 
tion to offer 


There are those, of course, who are in the position of parti- 
cular responsibility and leadership; who seek to provide some sort 
of a right solution to the danger with which the world is faced. 
But I wonder where that solution is going to come from. The 
way that human beings have functioned in the past has, for the 
most part, been of a rather blundering nature. And while the facil- 
ities that were available were more or less primitive and crude, 
not too much damage or any final damage could be done by human 
blundering. 


We have reached a point in what is supposedly progress, when 
human beings cannot afford to blunder anymore without incurring 
fatal results. Therefore, it would seem that this should impress 
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us with the necessity of finding a means of meeting this situation 
without blundering. If we followed out all the ideas that people 
have as to how the world should be changed, we would have a 
very much worse confusion, I suppose, than we now actually have. 
Therefore, is the solution going to come on the basis of the human 
endeavor as such? 


If there is an acceptance of the reality of God, then surely 
here is a source from which a solution may come. But it seems to 
me that hitherto that which God is offering has never been ad- 
equately seen or adequately allowed to have any real meaning in 
the lives of human beings. 


We observe in the world today, on the international scene, 
those who are secking to accomplish something while denying the 
existence of God; and they are thus far apparently rather success- 
ful in their efforts. Why? Presumably because they are one-point- 
edly determined in relationship to that which they have under 
taken. 


Those of us who have a recognition of the reality of God tend 
to be somewhat divided. We have a feeling that the most effective 
way of dealing with things is from the usual human approach in 
what we might call the external sense. I don’t think anyone has 
any idea the mere fact there are armaments is going to solve 
any problems. It is providing an interval when problems may be 
solved, if there are those who will do something about it. And 
what is it that needs to be done about it? Surely something that 
relates to our recognition of the reality of God. If we are divided, 
we fall. How then shall this which we recognize as being the re 
ality have any meaning or the necessary meaning in relationship 
io what we do? 


God is capable of doing what is required in relationship to 
meet the world situation, and also the circumstances of individual 
lives. But how does God act? e needs some means of action here 
on earth. Is it not the case that man was provided as that means 
of action, made in the image and likeness of God, so that the ac 
tion of God might be known on earth? 


If, therefore, there is a tendency to try to correct things on 
the basis of our own determinations or our own ideas, I guess we 
are going to stand in the way of letting God do anything. Because 
the simple fact of the matter is that God cannot act on earth, ex- 
cept through human beings. If that which faces the world and 
mankind is to be met successfully, it must be done by God. 
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I suppose millions of times the words have been spoken, “Thy 
will be done on earth as it is in heaven.” What do we expect God 
to do, something by magic? Or when we pray that prayer, do we 
recognize that it is up to us to learn what it means to let God’s 
Will be done through us in the practical sense of daily living? We 
can see things that are wrong, particularly out there, in relation- 
ship to other people, our neighbors, perhaps. And then collectively 
we see what’s wrong on the international scene of things. And 
there are many thing wrong, we would have to admit. But how are 
those wrong thing going to be corrected? By God’s action, and in 
no other way. 


We have this interval — it has been extended already for quite 
some considerable time — in which we may learn what it means to 
let God act. I would suggest this afternoon in this regard: we can 
choose in any moment what it is that shall find expression through 
us. Most people living in the world are inclined to think that one 
has to function in a way that is not always altogether honorable 
in order to survive. 


In other words, most people imagine that the power of evil, 
if we can put it that way, is stronger than the power of God. They 
may claim something different with their lips. They may claim 
to believe something, but in actual fact most people — I wonder if 
any one of us could be accounted for in those people — imagine 
that evil things are much stronger than right things. If we imagine 
that wrong things are much stronger than right things, we cer- 
tainly have little confidence in God. Surely, we need to have the 
confidence in that which is truly honorable. Being assured that on 
the basis of honorable function, right function, the greatest power 
is so that we do not imagine that to meet wrong things we have to 
be wrong ourselves. 


We can accept in the living of our lives moment by moment 
that which finds expression through us; we can choose. It can 
either be that which is right and honorable and true, or it can be 
something else. And it is what we do in the moment, in actual 
fact, not what we believe or claim to believe, but what we actual- 
ly do, what is the fact of the matter in the living of life that de- 
termines what it is that is finding expression on earth because we 
live. And when that which is expressed through us in thought, 
word and deed is honorable and right, the Divine expression be- 
gins to come on us and there begins to be a basis by which God’s 
Will can be done, And the situation with which the world of man- 
kind is faced can be met. In the actual fact, there is no other basis.

Honorantr J. W. Syxes: Captain Commanding, eentle- 
men, when the Adjutant spoke to me yesterday evening and 
said he was depending on me to make a speech I thought he was 
joking. But when he talked to me, I finally realized I was to 
make a speech. 


First, I would like to thank you for this honor of replying 
to the toast to the Colony of Bermuda and also as representa- 
tive of a great friend of yours to bring you greetings from one 
who is also a friend of mine, the Governor of Bermuda, Sir 
Julien Gascoyne. I know how deeply he regrets not being able 
to be here himself but he is very busy working in Bermuda 
preparing for the Queen’s birthday which will take place next 
week, but he extends his greetings to all members of your 
company. 


Now it occurred to me when I was preparing this speech 
it must be many, many years since a British Scerctary has 
been called upon to speak to a Boston audience. I feel some- 
what embarrassed in the presence of so many good Amcricans, 
but I take comfort from the story Mrs. Roosevelt, the presi- 
dent’s wife, told of a number of officers in the Pacific when 
he was there in the war. Many people were very excited and 
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she told the story of young officer at Guadalcanal who, unlike 
his comrades, was very depressed because he had not met up 
with any Japanese. He asked how these successful ones found 
the Japanese and he was told when you are in the front lines 
to holler out three cheers for Tokyo. He went off and when 
he came back he was still depressed. His friends asked what 
happened and he said he had hollered out to Hell with Roose- 
velt and the Japanese hollered back three cheers for Tokyo. 


I don’t want to get mixed up with politics, and to show 
I am impartial I will tell the story attributed to vice presi- 
dent Nixon who was attending a Garner birthday celebra- 
tion some years ago on behalf of President Eisenhower. 

The story is that Nixon, like a good politician anywhere,

Perhaps 
it was the particular visit which gave rise to that famous 
telegram sent by the Ancients which read, “Beaten by Bermuda 
in the battle of the bottle.”
